«bd tinlil medioal aiifkcax be procured. To 
aceompllih Uteae ejects, and render these 
suggestions inteliiginle to all, the moat plain 
and familiar style has been udoped.

WHAT AllB THE B.ARL1E3T SYMPTOMS

As a re 
Used stale of the bowels tomctimei precedes 
tliia train <if aymptnms, persons laboring under 
idch sn aflection should immediately apply for 
med'cal as^'alance.* 

Such aro the principle symptoms Uiat mark an 
attack of the Cholera; the coldness of the hands 
and feet, and of the whole body the cramp or 
spasms, and the sudden and alarming loss of 
strength, are characters to strongly marked, 
and difler so entirely from billious attacks, and 
the griping and sickness arising from thatdis-. 
ordereu state of the stomach, which is so com¬ 
mon among us, that no .me can possibly mis¬ 
take the nature of the malady .t bears some 
resemblance to an attack of cobgcstivo typhus 
fever, but in this last disease ihe cramps or 
spasms are wanting, and the head is more pai' 
ticularly affected. 

JVhat should be done if attacked by 

^ Cholera? 

As the coldness nf the surface, and.the great 
depression of the vital powers are the most 
striking symptoms, it is obvious that to raise 
the strength of the patient, and restore the 
warmth of the surface of the body, or in other 
words, bring back the circulutioo of the blood 
to a natural state', are the objects that require 
to be effected. A vapour or hot air bath.f 
should be had recourse to if at hand; as this 
however will probably very seldom bo the case 
. put the patient into a but bed, let a blanket 
wrung out of a tub full of boiling water, as 
hot and dry as possible, be laid over bis body, 
AconGoe in the vapour by placing dry blankets 
aver it renewing it the moment it loses Its 
heat. Put bottles or bladders of hot water, 
bags of hot sandj.or hot bricks or tiles wi^pped 
in Baonel, to his feet, at the same time rub the 
feet, legs and arms, with hot flannels. GiVa 
him a glass of hot brandy and water, or spirits 
and water of any kind; or n tea spoonful of 
saUvolatile, or hartshorn, in hot water, or 
what is still belter, a tea-spoonful of spirits of 
tnrpontine.t or S.(> drops uf oil of peppermint 
in water,or a teaspoonful of sulphuric ether 
in a wine glassful of camphor julep; if neither 
of these liquids be in the house, give hot coffoo 
or tea until some of the above mentioned can 
be obtained. If there bo much pain In the 
stomach, or the spasms be severe, or either of 
the above remedies do not afford relief, give e 
tea spoonful, or from 60 to 80 drops of lauds-. 
iium in hot spirits and water; if there be a se¬ 
vere burning sensation in the stomach, the 
laudanum should be the. first re edy. If the 
liquid given be rejected, repeat the dose in a 
few minutes, and if one romedi will not keep 
down try nnotber Persist rn these means 
till you find the warmth of the skin 
restorqd the cramps snd spasms relieved, and 
the patient feel his strength returning. In the 
mean time send fur a medical person; who will 
Gild on his arrival half the danger removed, if 
you have diligently employed iheplea here re¬ 
commended. Do not fear catohing the com- 
piaipt youraelf; let not that selflsb faeliag oae

This' is_ the laatr but net leapt important of 
the.■questions we propose to answei?| belore 
we reply, Ictus enquire who .have been the 
principal victims, and what have been'Ihe cau¬ 
ses which have aggravated the Cliolera ^or- 
Inisiit othef cuuntries? wherever the diveaw; 
hiM occurred, whether in Intlis, ^erCia, Egypt, 
q^tirope tnid striking lici has been nuticed— 
“That the ill fed, uncleanly, and consequently 
unhealthy psrtofthe popiuattoii, and A^ecial. 
ly those persona who were addicted to drinking; 
spirits hnd indulgence in irregular hsbits have 
been the greatest luil'erert Rom. the d'lseasdi' 
and that it bu been must violent, and spread 
most rapidly and euensivciy, in the toWiM 
where the streets are narrow, and due atten¬ 
tion had not been paid to ventiUatioii fic clean- 
lihen.’’^ • JV; 

It is obvious, Uierelore. that cletniiness and 
temperance are the grand preservatives. Ev¬ 
ery apartment should be thoroughly ventilated 
if the windows be rngde close, they thoulii in« 
stintly be titered, so as tu admit of being o- 
peneo; if the weather be damp, make a lire, 
pB’ >;cularly in the hj|dJuoma, for nothing pro¬ 
motes thorbugji'venlmlioa so much as ■ brisk 
Gre with the donr or window| open. Drains 
and sewers should be removed from Ihe vi- 
cinity of 'dwellings. ^ Pig sties particinkrly re¬ 
quire sttentiun. I'liis cadtion is most requi¬ 
site in country towns and. villages. *■ Where 
whit&wwli is iiecCasiry, it shuidd be used wKli- 
out delay, but the room thooTd not be slept 
in till it be thorullgljly dry and aired. Ulan- 
keta und other bed ciptbea should be expured 
to the air or lire every ^y. ' A notable house 
wife can more etfectualiy-'k'eep away the Chol¬ 
era than a hoqt of physicians. 

Cleanliness is next to godliness, ssySthe pro¬ 
verb’; and it deserves to be written in re.ttersofj 
gold. PerMnal cleanliness will do more to 
preserve health, and prevent an attack nrcliui- 
era, than a cheat full uf mediqine. Its man 
cannot have aflean ab'rt every day,' /te can at 
least have a clean body'; the feet are too gener- 
xljy ncglectqd—like faithful servants they labor 
allday and are forgotten at night; washing them 
every evening, and if they be culd, immersing 
them in hut water, is higiily conducive tu 
health. 

Te-nperaiice in mind and body is as import¬ 
ant as cleanliness; excess ol iny kind i.s mast 
injurinus. The most simple and imtricious 
diet is the best. The rich can ubtsiii and select 
whaUthey pteasc; but the poor must do llus 
best they can, and tu them iliia advice is par¬ 
ticularly suldrcsscd. C^d broth or soup may 
be made for the tame cost as the tea, which 
SI) generally forms the essential dish at the 
poor inaii's'Uble; the soup is b'^hly nutricious, 
.while the tea is Just the reve^; take soup then 
^stcad of tea if yoa wotyU fiMrA agaiint 
e^' Avoid i^itita; ihst^ad^bf ipending'^Mr 
pence oh gia, put them in the Savings^ Hank, 
lo buy brandy or other cojdiala if required; if 
yeu should not want it, let your money remain 
fora wet day, A pint ot guud Itec^Kaken warm 
with spice, IS an excellent cordial; and a basii: 
ol hot gruel, flavored wiih sugar A ginger, is a 
supper Bt for any body. Uut meiiial is »a ne¬ 
cessary as buddy temperance; sulfer nut yuur 
paasiuiit to bp over excited; gusnl against be¬ 
ing ovcrconi? by fear; nothing proiliicca such 
depressing eli'ecta, and renders Hie body so 
susceptible of disease. The only ch.irm which 
a medical liiun hat against iniectiuii is cunG- 
dence; lie visits the most lo.ithsome diseases 
vith imp'jn.ly, because he haa no fear. Aiul 
what have you tu tear? A min with :i water 
proof coat dcGei the storma and rain; s>< he who 
by attending to the above simple rules, muiii- 
taini his body and mind in a sound slate, niuv 
be cunsidered c'<ii>lers-prouf,and need not fear 
the invasion uf the enemy. 

A parting word uf advice to the 1 nlics; above 
all things be clothed sufficiently wnrm; avoid 
cold and damp tu Ihe feet; heated apartments, 
and late hours. Early to aed, and early rising,

Monday with settlers fof 
Upper Canada') We understand (here are 
about 250 passongera {roing oat in ihis 
vessel; a ^i-eat portion ol litem comprise 
agncultura! labourers, nmchanics, and 
small farmers—most of them with large 
fanyiles—they are chiefly from the coun- 
lids of Kent, SulTolk, and Essex, the par¬ 
ishes which are relieving themselves 
from an overabundant population, an4 
from the great pressure of poor'rate's, 
by furnishing those with the means of 
emigration to our colonies who have ' 
been unable to gain a livelihood in iliifi 
country. The scene on board the ship 
at Ihe moment of departure would have 
affected the most indifl'erent observer of 
human nature. Groups of hardy rustics, 
whose strongly built add healthy ap¬ 
pearance seemed lo fit them lor endur¬ 
ing any fatigue in tl^e wilds of America, 
were scattered about (he vessel, soufe ta* 
king leave of their friends, dtbui wiio 
could Yfcognixo no familiar fa^h the 
crowd that assembled to tvitn% their 
departure, appeared unconcerned at to 
their fulore destiny. But tbe tunbbrot 
countenances of many bore ample testi¬ 
mony that it was not without regret they 
lefl Uie land of their birth, attd the homes 
of their childhood, to form new associa* 
tions in (he lands of Canada. That tbe 
prospects they embark with may not 
prove delusive ones, will, we are sure, 
be the wish of their more fortunate coun* 
trymen at home. 

The London Docks hare during the

1. Warehouse owned by John White, Esq 
and occupied, by Messrs. II. h S. White— 
slightly damaged and some injury done to iU 
contents. 

2. Warehouse, owned and occupied as above 
—totally burnt—a parcel ot grain algo burnt, 
but most of the whiskey removed. 

7. Warehouse occupied by Messrs. Manning 
and Hope, and owned by Jos. K ng, Jr.—totally 
destroyed, together with merchaiidiae of vari¬ 
ous kinds. 

4, Warehouse occupied by Mr. John Lester 
—destroyed, with part of ite contents, consist¬ 
ing ol various goods on storage. 

5, Warehouse occupied by Hugh Boyle 
Esq.* as an ii'on Store—destroyed. There were 
about 400 hides on storage in the second story 
The whole a heap of ruins. 

6 Warehouse—lower floor occupied as 
store bouse by Messrs. Wm. Howel & Son,* 
and the upper part by Messrs. U'lck Ik Hedrick 
sail makers. The house destroyed, and the 
contenta partially saved.

Jealousy. They surrendered it only as it re 
gards irapofts and exports In relation to every 
other object within their jurisdiction whether 
persons, property, business or profession, if 
Was -eeured in aa ample a manner as it was 
before possessed. All persons, though f/nited 
States Officers are liable to a poll tax by the 
Slates within which they reside-, the lands oi 
the United Mates are liable to the usual 
land t.'lk, except in the new Sta'es from whom 
agreements that they will not tax unsold 
lauds, '■le exacted when they are admitted into 
the Union; horses, wagons any beasts, or ve¬ 
hicles, tools or property, belonging to private 
citizens, though employed in'he service,of the 
U. States are subject io Stale taxation. Every 
pnvste biisineA. whether carried on by an offi¬ 
cer of the genera- government r not, whether 
it bu mixed with public concerns or not, even if 
It can be carried on by the go»eriiroenl of the U. 
Slates itself, separately or in partnership, falls 
within the scope of the taxing power of the 
State. Nothing comes more fully within it 
than Banks ami the business of banking, by 
jrhomsoaver instituted and ca-ried on. Over 
tbiv whole subject mat er, it is just as absolute 
unlimited and .mcontrollable as if the ( onsti- 
tu i II had never been adopted because in the 
formation of the instrument, it was reserved 
witlioiit qualification. 

The principle is conceded, that the States 
raniint riglitfiilK tax the operations of the gen¬ 
eral government They cannot lax the money 
of the government deposited in the State Banks 
nor the agency of those Banks in remitting it; 
but will any man maintain that their mere se 
lecli'.n lo perform this public service for the 
general government would exempt the Slate 
Ranks and their ordinary business from stale 
taxation Had ihe United .States instead of 
esta iiisliing a Bank at Philadelphia, cm|il ycd 
a private Banker lo keep and transmit their 
fundi, would it have deprived Pcnnsylva 
nia of the right to tax his Rank and his usual 
Banking eperat oils' It will not b. pretended. 
Upon what principle then arc the banking ea- 
tahlishmnnl* at the Bank of tho Unilad filolea 

and their usual banking operations, to he ex-j 
empted from taxation ft is not their public 
agency or Ihe deposites of Ihe government 
wlitcb tho States claim a right to tax, but their 
banks and their banking powers, instituted and 
oxe cised within Slate jurisdiction for llicir 

f irivale emolument—those powers and privi- 
eges for whicli they pay a bonus and which Ihe 
Stales Ux in their own Ranks. The exercise 
of these powers within a Slate, no matter by 
whom, or under what authority, wlietlier by 
pri ate citixens in their original right, by cor¬ 
porate bodies created by the States by foreign¬ 
ers or the agents of foreign governments loca¬ 
ted with! their limits, forms a legitimate ob¬ 
ject of State taxation From this, and like 
sources, from he pergons, property, and busi¬ 
ness that are found residing, located or carried 
on under their jurisdiction must the States since 
the surrender of the right te raise a revenue 
from imports and exports, draw all the money 
necessary for the support of theii governments 
and the maintenance of their independence — 
There is no more appropriate sublect of taxa¬ 
tion than banka, buuitiiig and bank atocks and 
none >0 which the Sta es ought more pertiua- 
cf.iisly to cling. 

ft cannot be necessary to (lie character of 
thu bnnk, as a fiscal agent Of the government, 
thai Its private business should be xempted 
from that taxation to which all the State banks 
are liablo; n rcan I conceive it pro er Uiat 
the substantive and moat essential powers re¬ 
served by Ills .State, shall be thus attacked and 
annihilated as a meant of executing ihe powers 
delegated to the general government. It may 
be safely a sumed that none of those sages who 
had an agency in forming or.dopling our con¬ 
stitution ever imagined that any portion of the 
taxing power of the Stntes, not prohibited to 
them nor delegated to Congress, was to be 
swept away and annihilated as a meant of ex¬ 
ecuting certain powers delegated to Congress. 

It our power over means is ao absolute that 
the Supreme Court will not call in queition the 
conatitutionaHly of an act of Congress, the sub¬ 
ject of which is "not prohibited, and is really 
calculated toefiect any of the objects entriiat- 
ed. tn the Government,*’ although, at in the. 
case before me, it takes away powers express 
ly granted lo Coiigri IS, and rights tcnipiiloua- 
iy reserved to the States, it becumea us to 
proceed in our legiilation with the uimuHl can. 
(ion, Thuugb out directly, our own powers 
and (tie righu of the ^atea may be indirectly 
legialated away in the use of means to execute 
substantive powers. We msy nut enact thst 
Congress slisll not have Ihe power of exclusive 
legiaittion over the Diatrict of Columb’a, but 
we msy pledge the faith of tin.- United 
States that, aa a meant of executing other pow¬ 
ers, it shall not be exercised for twenty years 
or f -rever. We irixy not pass an act prohib¬ 
iting the States to tix the banking biiainesi car¬ 
ried on within their liraiis, but we may aa a 
means of executing our pnwrrt over other 
objecia, place that biitiiicst in the hands of our 
Sgenlt. and then declare it exempt from State 
tasaiipn in their handi. Thus may nur own 
powers an-l Ihe rights of tlie Ststes which wv 
cannut niroctly curtail or Invade, be fritted a-

should proeeed with less haste and more ciu 
tion in the renewal of their monopoly. 

The Rank is professedly established ss sn 
agent of the F.xecutive branches of the Gov. 
ernment and its constitutionality is maintained 
on that ground. Neither upon the propriety 
uf present action nor upon the provitiona of this 
act was the Executive consulted. Ij his had 
no opportunity to asv thst it neither needs nor 
wants an agent clothed with such power, and 
favored by auch exemptions. There it nothing 
in its legitimate fnnetiuna which make it neces¬ 
sary or proper. Whatever interest or influence 
whether public or private, bis given birth to 
this set, it cannot be found either in (he wishes 
or necesaitiei of the Executive Department, by j 
which present action is deemed premature, and ^ 
the powers conferred upon ita agent not only 
unnecetatry, but dangerous lo the government 
and country. 

It it to be regretted that the ridi and power¬ 
ful too often bend the acts of government to 
their selfish purposes^ Distinctiona in locicty 
will always exist under every just government. 
Equality of talents, ot education, or of weallhi 
cannot be produced by human institutions. In 
the full enjoyment of the gilts ol Heaven, and 
the fruits of tupermr industry, economy and 
virtue, every man is equally entitled to protec¬ 
tion by law. But when (he laws undertake to 
«dd to tliesa natural and just advantages, artifi 
cial disliiicMoni, to grant titles, gratuities and 
exclusive privilegea, to make the rich richer, 
snd the potent mure powerful, the humble 
•nember^uf society, the farmers, mechanics, 
and laWrert, who have neither the lime nur 
I be means of securing like lavora to tbemaelvc.-. 
have a right to complain of the injustice of their 
guvcrnmeni. 

There are 110 neceuary evi's in government, 
I'.s evils rxiai only in its abuses. If it woulu 
c.iiifiiic itaell In equal protection, and, as lleav- 
11 does ita rains, shower Ita favott alike on the 
nigh and the low, the rich and the poor, it 
would be an unqualified hfcislng. In the act 
before me, there teems to be a wide and unne-j 
ceasary departure Irom thrae just principles — 
Nor is our government to be maintained, or our 
Union preserved by invasions ot the riglits and 
powers nf the several Slates. In thua attempt* 
mg to make our general government strong, 
wc make it weak, its (rue atrengih cunalata in 
leaving individuals and States, aa much as pos¬ 
sible, to tbeinaelves—in making itacIMelt, not 
in its power but in its beneficence, not in ita 
control but in ita protection, not in binding the 
Statet mote closely to the centre, but leaving 
each to move unobstructed in its pn-per orbit. 

Experience should teach iii wisdom. Moat 
of the diRicuIliea nur Government now en¬ 
counters, and most of the dangers which im¬ 
pend ..ver our Uniun, have sprung 'rum an a. 
handonmeni of the legitimafe objecia of Govern, 
ment by our national Irgi Utinn,and the adoption 
nf such principles aa arc embodied in this act. 
Many of our rich men have nut been e-intcnt w ith 
equal protection fc equal benefiu; hiit have be- 
tnuglit us to make them r'c' -er by act nf Co gross. 
By attempting to gratify their desires, we have 
in the rtsulla of our leglilatiun, arrayed aenlion [ 
agaisial aection, interest ngaiiiat interest, and| 
maik^gainst man, in a fearful commotion which 
thrratena 10 abake the foundations of tiur Union. 
It it time to pause in our career, to review nur 
prinoiplet, aud if postihle, revive that devoted 
patriotiam and spirit of compromise, which ills- 
tinguiih the sages of the revolution, and the 
fatheni nf our Union, If we cannot at once, in 
jiiatice to Interests vested under improvident 
leglalation, m«ke oilt government what it ought 
to be, we can at least take a stand agiinat all
